The services of the Fire Department have been called 
into requisition three times the past year, once in the vil- 
lage, and twice outside the village. 

I take this opportunity to express my thanks to Engine 
Company No, 4; for the promptness in getting their ma- 
chine to’ the fire at Mr. John Blodgett’s, and the energy 
they displayed in subduing it, with the inconvenience 
of getting water that they had to contend with. . The de- 
partment have two good hand engines, manned by two 
well organized companies, and plenty of good hose. _ 

There has been one good reservoir built the past year 
near the Town House, a very important point. I would 
recommend the building of two or more.the coming year, 
one near Obed Kempton’s, on Pleasant Street, and one 
near the Methodist Church, on Central Street.

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Report of Supt. School Committee 


OF THE TOWN OF CLAREMONT, FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING MARCH, 1873. 


GENTLEMEN : In presenting my report for the year just 
past I have nothing new to bring to your notice. A glance, 
however, at some figures which I shall present, will, I 
think, convince you that there is something wrong, which 
might and ought to be righted. 

The question of abolishing the districts, and placing 
the whole town under the control of one board of educa- © 
tion, has been well and fully presented by a former su- 
perintendent, and we agree with and would enforce all 
that has been said in favor of the measure. The districts 
out of the village limits would not alone be benefitted by 
the change. We have in the village three so called Gram- 
mar Schools, but no one of them is properly of that grade, 
and there is not, in the whole village, more than enough 
material for one properly graded Grammar School. — 

One such school as we might have, if the districts were 
abolished, would ‘‘fit’” enough candidates for the High 
School to keep that institution well filled, without lower- 
ing its standard from what it should be. It is true that 
the village districts mightbe united with great advantages 
to the village, but that would not help the rest of the 
town. So long as we have districts with so few scholars, 
(and, consequently, so little money,) that a teacher must 
be hired for $2.50 per week and board, in order to have 
twenty weeks of school in a year, just so long shall we 
have schools of the very lowest order. 

Another trouble under the present system consists in 
getting proper returns from the districts. Prudential 
committees seem to know orcare very little for the require- 
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ments of the School Laws. With regard to the school 
register the law is as follows : hk 

‘‘Ryery teacher, at the close of his school, at the end 
of each term thereof, shall make a return of such Regis- 
ter or Record to the School Committee of the town, who 
shall give to him a certificate thereof; and no teacher 
shall receive payment for his services until such certifi- 
cate is produced and delivered to the Prudential Com- 
mittee.” —(General Statutes, Chap. 81, Sec. 15.) 

In bnt two or three instances during the past year has 
this law been complied with ; the result is that Registers 
are returned three or six months after the term has closed, 
by mail or messenger, but partially filled out, so that it is 
impossible to make the return to the State Superinten- 
dent required by law. 

The office of Superintendent, under existing circum- 
stances, is very much more in name than in anything 
else. True, it is vested with some arbitrary power, like 
that of expelling teacher and scholars ; but it falls short 
in other respects. The Superintendent cannot control a 
dollar of the school money ; no matter how much any 
school may need a reference book, mural charts or other 
illustrative apparatus, the superintendent can only advise 
the prudential committee to get the same ; while the pru- 
dential Committee may think because they were not in 
school when he was a boy they are not needed now. 

Were the whole town under the control of one board of 
education this trouble would be removed. What I wish 
particularly to call your attention to, is the astonishing 
difference between the whole number of scholars in the 
town, and the average attendance of the schools, The 
whole number of scholars in the town, exclusive of dis- 
trict No. 17, is 953, while the average attendance during 
the Summer was 368, or 38 5-9 per cent. of the whole. 

In District No. 1 it was still worse. The whole num- 
ber in this district is 350, while the average attendance 
during the Summer term was 119, or 34 per cent. of the 
whole. The average attendance during the Summer was 
larger than the rest of the year, so that, taking the whole 
year, the comparison would be still more unfavorable. 

The average expenditure of money per scholar for the 
whole number of scholars was $4.96, while the expendi- 
ture per scholar for the average attendance was $12.86. 
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It would not appear from this that the scholars of the 
town attended school the number of weeks required 
by law, or even one half of that term. There has been 
no trouble of any magnitude in any of the schools ; most 
of the teachers have been competent and given satisfac- 
tion. . 
_ Some Winter schools have had female teachers that 
should have had male teachers, and some unpleasantness 
has resulted from this fact.
